the “home of the bean and the 
cod,” were greatly concerned re- 
‘cently about a brightly colored 
bean, pea or,seed which they were 
told was being grown in Florida. 
Two Massachusetts children were 
hospitalized after eating the beans* 

A. phone call from Boston to this 
Department started us running 
down all available information on 
the particular plant from which 
it is derived. Here's 
found: 

It's commonly known by many 
names—rosary bean, crabeye, jec- 
uirity pea, black eye Sttsan; wild 
liquorice, etc.—but its scientific 
name is “abrus precatorius L”. It's 
a native of Burma and has 
widely distributed around... the 
world. in tropical and Gub-tropleal 
climates, 

How long it has been in Florida 
no one seems to know, but people 
I have talked to tell me they have 
seen it for the past 40 years or 
more, and its use for decorative 
purposes on souvenirs of many 
varieties has been common in 
south Florida for many years. 

Because they had the impression 
this plant was being cultivated in 
Florida, the Boston’ authorities 
were of the opinion we might be of 
assistance in locating such sources 
and preventing its: production. In 
the light of information we glean- 

ed, it appears this would be an im- 
‘possible task.

"In Florida it (abrus precator- 
ius) is rarely planted but, has be- 
come a weed. . from Orlando 
fouthward,” writes, (Dr. Eximan 
West, botanist and mycologist of 
Experiment 
Station. The bean is a deadly pois- 
on if chewed and swallowed. Its 
toxic substance,:“abrin,” is said to 
be similar to .snáke venom! thopgh 
not às powerful.

Dr. West reports; er, that 
“the seed coat is very hata ahd 
impervious to moisture. so that 
whole, uncracked seeds may be 
swallowed with little or no danger, 
-Öne seed, thoroughly chewed and 
Wwallowed, is sufficient to catise 
fatal poisoning of an adult human 
being." 

Naturally, the seed or bean is 
Poisonous if eaten by farm ani- 
mals. It is believed a couple of 
ounces of them will kill a horse. So, 
it's a mighty lethal little item. 
Ovoid in shape, less than 1-4 inch 
long, bright scarlet ín color 
except for. the lower one-third
